Dosury, July 7.—The British
Government will fina mno lack of
good - will on the part of the
Irish for peace Eamonn De Valera
told Tee New York Hemarp cor-
respondent to-day in an informal
interview. He was asked how he
felt about the prospects for peace and
said: N

“It all depends upon whether the
British Government really desires
peace and whether it has the will to
seek a peaceful solution, which is one
based on right and justice. If it does
it will find that the Irish people will
display good will toward their repre-
sentatives." 2

De Valera, who was besieged by
callers, at the Mansion House to-day
positively refused to make any state-
ment regarding the progress of the
peace negotlations. It is not belleved
De Valera is ready to go to London on
the present bpaslis of negotiations, al-
though it is said that If very liberal
proposals are made he might submit
them ta the irisk people.

During an intimate talk De Valera
seemed to indicate that he entertains
considerable hope of-the outcome of
the peace conference. He was bris-
tling with energy, despite the tired
look that came to his face.

Some Questions Evaded.

The Irish “President” sald he could
not answer queations regarding the
visit here of Gen. Smuts and of Bir
Arthur Cralg, Ulster Premier, to Lon-
don, and what they might determine
there when they met. But despite this
relicence he was frank in wishing the
American people to understand the
delicacy of his position In the present
crisls.

In addition 1o his general reply as
to the prospects of peace he answered
the following questions:

“America has heard much of the ir-
reconcllable element—does it exist?”

“I am not quite sure I know what
you mean,” he replied. “Some call the
people of northeast Ulster ‘Irreconcil-
ables,” and some apply the term to our
republicans.

“But we must be careful not to allow
ourselves to be led away by names or
by creations of propagandists. We
should keep a firm grip on the facts
A8 they are. There are peoples with
strong convictions who are ready to
sacrifice thelr lives and all they have
for these convictions. Thus they stand
the most searching test of the sin-
cerity In which they hold these con-
victions, and it is most unfalir to char-
acterize such devotlon by such mis-
Iudln;' names.

All Harmony in Dall Elreann,

“As for the Dail Elreann and my
colleagues in the Ministry, we nover
At any time have had even slight dif.
fercnces, either of point of view or
policy. We are all united In working
together in the most complete har-
mony, basing our pbsitions and actions
upon the soverelgn will of the Irish
peoplo as ascertalned and declared in
repeated pleblscites”

Chancellor Wirth before a crowded
Reichstag assembly to-day submitted
the Government's tax programme pro-
posing a total taxation of 80,000,000,000
paper marks for the coming year.

Chancellor Wirth makes the fulfil-
ment of this programme conditional
on the Allles’ removal of the occupa-
tion sanctions and the closing of the
Rhineland frontiers against importa-
tisns of luxuries and on the Allles
conceding the justice of the German
pleblscite declsion in Upper Silesia.

Dr. Helfferich declared that the de-
mands of the Allles, together with the
cost of the allled armles of occupa-
tion and other levies, imposed impos-
gible burdens upon the German people,

The amount of taxation was finally
decided upon after many weeks of dls-
cussion by the Cabinet and after dif-
ferences with the National Economlc
Parllament.

Chancellor Wirth's programme calls
for half the money to be ralred by di-
rect and half by indirect taxation. The
income, Inheritance and corporation
taxes are greatly increased, The tax
on business transactions has been made
slightly lghter. There Is no Increase
in the tax on tobacco and alcohol, but
numerous existing dlspensations have
besn retracted. A heavy lax on coal,
light and matches also |8 outlined.

Fernandez stood In the cen-
tre of the room snapping the hammer
of his gun on an empty cylinder, wildly
exclted and shouting that Duncan and
Buckley were trying to kill him. Five
men and who had been eating when the
trouble began were huddled in a corner,
and outslde hundreds pushed and milled
In thelr efforts to get Inside the place
and see what had happened.

Sergeant Moore und Patrolman Sal-
mon dispersed the crowd, with the ald
of other policemen who came up, and
summoned & taxicab.
